BLOCKADE ON THE WEST SIDE. 


A Grip Breaks and Delays Cars for an Hour 
—A Second Accident. 

There was .another blockade on the West 
Side cable last evening, and of course at an 
hour the most anxious and inopportune for 
the géneral public. About 6 o’clock a grip 
broke near the east entrance to the Washing- 
ton street tunnel, and for more than an hour 
the blockade continued, trains of cars stretch- 
ing. themselves all around the loop on the 
South Side and along Jefferson and Madison 
end Washington and Desplaines on the West 
Side. 

After the cars fiually began to slowly move 
another accident occurred at Madison and 
Jefferson streets which enforced another de- 


lay. While attempting to pull back a train 


an Ogden trailer jumped the frog of the switch 
and the occupants of the crowded car becom- 
ing frightened jumped from it as fast as they 
could, 

The accidents and blockades kept thousands 
of people from their homes and in discomfort. 
The cars were crowded beyond endurance, 
while hundreds of men and women, boys and 
girls, stood waiting and shivering on the slushy 
streets and sidewalks vainly hoping for trans- 
portation. But amid all this discomfort and 
anxiety the conductors did not lose their pre s- 
ence of mind but kept on collecting fares. 

In one of the cars an indignation meeting 
was held and a proposition made to compel 
the conductor to give back the nickels, but the 
only action taken was a declaration that the 
public should hold on to their fares until they 
saw that they would at least get through the 


tunnel. 
TAXPAYERS WILL HOLD A MEETING. 


The Council’s Efforts for Getter Transit 
Facilities to Be Indorsed, 

A special meeting of the Taxpayers’ Asso- 
ciation will be held Saturday, Dec. 5, at 2 
o’clock p. m., at Farwell Hali,to’ indorse the 
action of the Council in its endeavor to secure 
better street-car transportation. 

Its announcement says: 

In Chicago 200,000 people ride in misery on an 
average of six miles a day. There are no cross 
lines where needed. In some sections of the city 
people have to walk from one to two miles per day 
to and from their work. Each street-car line has 
complete control of its respective division of the 
city, and has thus precluded other corporations 
from furnishing proper transportation to the 
public. Franchises have been taken out by the 
existing corporations on every public street lead- 
ing to the city’s center for this purpose. 

There is no city in America where the street-car 
service is so inadequate as Chicago. Hundreds 
of cars were running in this city during the last 
week when the thermometer was almost down to 
gero without being heated. This is contrary to 
the promises made by the railway companies a 
year ago. The South Division railway company 
has not expended a dollarin the extension of its 
lines since the in management, and it 
proposes to bulldoze the people in, refusing any 
extension or acéommodation until it secures more 
valuable franchises from the City Council. As 
the Council of late has exhibited & desire to com- 
pel the street-car comp nies to grant better ac- 
commodations it should be indorsed in ite good 
movement by every taxpayer in Chicago, and it 
is essential that every interested person assist in 
bringing about a change in this raspect. 

Several Aldermen and prominent citizens will 
address the meeting, and speeches will be limited 
to five minutes each.

The Illinois Democrats, with the exception 
of Lew Steward’ and Lane; who have not 
arrived, met in caucus in Springer’s head- 
quarters tonight to discuss the situa- 
tion and see what, if anything, re- 
mained to be done to help Mr. Springer’s 
cause.

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BOUNDARY BETWEEN INDIANA AND OHIO

States Coast and Geodetic Survey, today filed 
with Gov. Chase a report on the investigation 
made under his direction as to the location of 
the boundary line between Indiana and Ohio. 
The surveyors found that the assumed boun- 
dary line is about one mile too far to the east 
at Butler, Ind., and about three-quarters of a 
mile too far in the same direction at Union 
City. It is also cledr that it isa zigzag line, 
deflecting toward the east and again to the west. 
Altogether; Indiana has about 100 square 
miles of territory that should properly belong 
to Ohia, A joint commission representing the 
two States to determine how the questions as 
to the location of the line @hall be settled is 
recommended :by ‘Prof. Mendenhall. The 
surveyors found only one monuwent. Oneof 
the remarkable discoveries is that the back- 
yard fence of State Senator Sheckney of Ran- 
dolph County, Ind., is on the State line as 
that line has always been supposed to lie. In 
case a correction 16 made the Senator will 
have to move or will find himself in theanom- 
alous position of being a Senator in one State 
and a citizen of another. 


WILL BE WELL CARED FOR BY CHICAGO. 


Philadelphia toe Send Its Colossal Statue of 
Penn tothe World’s Fair. 

Puarrapetrara, Pa., Dec. 1.—[Special.]— 
The-monster bronze statue of William Pean 
that is to crown the tower of the Quaker City’s 
new city hall will find its way to the World’s 
Fair. This statue will be thirty-seven feet in 
height and be of such monster proportions 
that a man can ride a horse around the rim ol 
Penn’s hat. The Public Building Commis- 
sioners wrangled over the question of sending 
the statue West today. Ex-Mayor Stokeley, fear- 
ing for the safety of the thing in the hands of 


the Chicagoans, opposed the scheme. John | 


L. Hill thought it would give the world an idea 
of the magnitude of the city hall to exhibit 
the statue, and he pushed the plan, especially 
as the contractors, Hamilton Disston and 
others, who are interested in Chicago, will 
guarantee the return of the statue. This will 
be a part of the official exhibit from Philadel- 
phia, and the statue is so large that Billy 
Penn’s eyejare of glass and will be used for 
windows.

FOREIGNERS SUBJECTED TO POLICE. 


France Will Have All Visiters Held Under 
Surveillance. |

receive a formal permit. This aration 
will have to be made within the week following 
the arrival of foreigners in France, either at the 
Prefecture of Police in Paris or at the Lyons 
Prefecture, or atthe Mairies of the various 
communes. Allinfractions of the law will 
make the offenders liable to fines varying 
from 16 to 100 francs. In the event of a sec- 
ond offense by workingmen the lasters will be 
held responsible. 

Permits will at all times be revocable. 
Foreigners whose papers are in order and 
who are trave or ili have no 
cause to complain of the contemplated ar- 
rangement. y will do well, however, to 
familiarize themselves with the new bill, be- 
fore they makeup their minds to settle here.

THE COUNCIL AND THE STREET RBAIL- 
| Ways. 


There was @ hodavy show-storni last week

street railways atid at the same time increased 
the number of those who wislied to use them. 
The result was a seriés of break-downs and 
blockades which inconvenienced and annoyed 
a great many thousand persons. Aldermen 


ents, ahd for several days 4 number of them 
have been telling how they intended to regu- 
late the roads and see that the peopte got de- 
cent treatment from them. 

At the Council meeting Motday night two 
propositions were offered. One of them was 
‘an ordinanes making it an offense tor a eori- 
pany to collect fare from a passenger unless it 
furnished him a seat. The other was 4 resolu- 
tion directing the Superintendent of Police to 
tind how many cars the South. Side road ran 
around its loop and how many persons were 
standing in ite cars at different points on the 
route, The ordinance and the resolution were 
referred to the Judiciary committee. 

It would have shown 4n intention of the 
part of the Aldermen to do something practi- 
eal if they had amended the fesolution to as 
to make it apply to all the lines, and then 
passed it. Intelligent legislation is im possible 
without data. The Aldefment should find out 
first the average number of persons carried by 
the different roads durimg the rush hours, 
especially in the evening. They should find, 
as near as they can, how many of those car- 
tied get seats and how many Gonot. They 
should ascertain the safe capacity of the 
present loops and tunnels. If the safety limit 
has not been reached they ought to ascertain 
how many more cars the companies can run 
before tnat limit has been attained and how 
much the number of standing passengers will 
be reduced thereby. , 

These investigations would show that on 
most of the routes at least, is would be im- 
possible for the companies to give a seat to 
every one during the évening rush hours if the 
cars are run at the present rate of speed, 
which is regulated by ordinance. Thousands 
would have to stand if the loops were fully 
utiliged. The question for the Council to pass 
6h would be then, whether it would order the 
cats to run more rapidly, thus accommodating 
more people, but increasing the risk of acci- 
dents. 

If the Council were to pass the “ no seat, no 
fare”’ ordinance presented Monday, it would 
be asking the companies to provide accom- 
modations which itis utterly beyond their 
power to furnish, or it would be requiring 
them to close the doors of their cars the mo- 
ment the seats were occupied and to refuse to 
receive another passenger. The people of 
| Chicago are not accustomed to anything of 
| that kind and they would not put up with it. 
Men and women, through with their work and 
anxious to get home, would storm a car as it 
came along, no wiatter whether there were va- 
cant seats or not. The conductor, evea if 
given police powers, could not keep them off. 
And being on, they would take advantage of 
their own wrong and solemnly reftise to pay 

their fares. No more effectual way of paralyz- 
ing the street-car service and getting up a 
series of petty riots can be imagined. 

It may be admitted that it is legal to pass 
such an Ordinance. But it should provide that 
aman who forces himself into a street car 
when there are no seats is a trespasser and an 
offender, that may be arrested therefor. No 
Alderman is brave enough to commit himself 
to such a proposition as that, but the courts 
amd the people would pay littie attention to 
such a one-sided ordinance as that introduced 
night before last. 

Undoubtedly the companies can do better 
than they do. But how much better, the 
Council has no means of knowing till it has in. 
vestigated. How many more people they can 
give seats to than they do now, the Council 
does not know. Therefore it should refrain 
from blind legislation, and if in earnest in this 
matter should collect the lacking data and 
then act. It has power over the roads, but if 
it attempts to exert it unreasonably, the 
courts will make short work of ‘its 8 ordinances. 
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EXTREME DEMOCRATIC PROTECTIONISTS. 
While the junior Democratic organ of this 
city leaves its readers in great bewilderment 
as to exactly what a Democrat may believe 
on the tariff question and still be “ sound,” it 
does give one valuable piece of information. 
It saye that there are some “extreme protec- 
tionists ” in the Democratic party. If there 
are some who are extreme, there must be a 
greater number who are moderate in their 
protection views and who may be spoken of 
correctly as “tariff reformers,”’ It would be 
interesting to know how many of these thore 
are in that party who have lived through Mr. 
Cleveland’s efforts to crush them out.

Even when Pennsylvania was a reliably 
Democratic State the party managers never 
talked free trade there, for they knew it would 
mean defeat. The war swelled the Democrat- 
ic ranks North and South with old protection 
Whigs, thus strengthening the protection wing 
ofthe varty.

The third annual report of statistics of rail- 


ways in the United States, issued from the | 


office of the statistician of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission, is an interesting document, 
though its figures do not cover a later period 
than the year ending with June, 1890, except 
that it includes a statement of earnings, 
operating expenses, and fixed charges for the 
nine months ending with last March. It di- 
vides the ‘country into ten territorial groups, 
which is a great improvement upon any 
former statement, the averages for which 
have been deduced for the whole United 
States. This report renders it possible for the 
first time to note the differetices in the rate 
of development of the several sevtions of the 
Union, 

The total failway mileage seventeen months 
ago was 163,597.06 miles, being an increase of 
6,080.60 miles, or nearly 3.7 per cent during the 
year. The greatest increase wasshown in Mich- 
igan and Georgia. The total length of track, 
sidings, and spurs was 200,060.67 miles. The 
number of railway corporations was 1,797, but 
of these only 927 were operating companies, 
and 34, representing a letigth of 1,905.87 miles, 
have therged their corporate existence into 
other corporations, while 50 have been con- 
solidated with other companies. Forty rail- 
way corporations operate 47}¢ per cent of the 
total mileage, and 74 receive $837,000,000, 
which is 80 per cent of the total amount paid 
by the people of the United States per annum 
for railway service. 

There is an avérage of ten freight and five 
passenger locomotives for each tet miles of 
aperated line and 744 cars. The total num- 
ber of cars is 1,164,138, of which 26,511 are in 
Each freight engine 
averaged a draft of 4,721,627 tons one mile, 
and each passenger engine 1,413,142 persons 
one mile. The latger portion of equipment is 
fourid in the Eastern and Middle States. The 
total number of men employed was 794,301, 
being ah mcréase of 456,558 in the year, and 
the average number of men employed per 100 
miles of railroad was 476, the latter number 
rising to 1,167 in the Middle States, while in 
soine séctions of the West it runs as low as 250. 

The total capitalization of railroad prop- 
erty is estimated at $9,894,483,400, of which 
stocks form 46.28 per cent, or $28,382 per 
mile of line, out of a total of nearly $60,500 of 
indebtedness per mile. The number of pas- 
sengers carried during the year was 492,430,- 


| 866, and the aggregate number of miles they 


traveled was 11,847,785,615, the average nuini- 
der of passengers cartied in a train being 
forty-ohe. The humbet of tons of freight 
carried was 636,441,617, and the tons carried 
one mile were 76,207,047,298, the average haul 
being 119.74 miles. The fevetie per 1,000 
passengers per mile was $26.17 and the average 
cost of the service $19.17. The revenue on 
freight per 1,000 tons pet mile was $9.41 and 
the cost $6.04. The average reventie per 
mile of passenger train run was $1.084¢ and 
the cost of running a freight train one mile 
was $1.054¢, 

The casualties teported for the year were 
6,320 persons killed and 29,084 injured, Of 
those kilied 2,451 were employés, 285 pas- 
sengers, ana 3,584 were classed as ‘‘ other per- 
sons,” the latter figure including arather large 
number of suicides. It appears that one death 
occurred for every 306 men employed on the 
lines and one injury for every 33 employed. 
The largest number of casualties occurred to 
meh engaged directly in handling trains. A 
passenger riding continuously at the rate of 
thirty miles per hour has a fair expectation 
of immunity from death by aecident for 1,700 
years, but the engineer, brakeman, or con- 
ductor has a similar expectation of only forty 


years. The most ‘common accident to which ' 
railway workers are liable results from the | 


coupling and uncoupling of cars, in spite of 
the vast number of patents issued on car 
couplers. 


THE HUB’S NEW PARTY. : 

The Massachusetts mugwumps are in the 
throes of parturition. Tired with serving any 
longer as tenders to the Democracy, which 
takes their votes but gives them no offices, 
they have set up 4 campaign bureau, the first 
installment of declarations and circulars from 
which has just reached us. They are issued 
in the interest of a new party.

Gold and a low tariff or gold and no tariff 
are the foundation principles of tne new party 
which is ambitious to stand up and be counted. 
So far as Taz Cuicaco Tarsuxn, which has 
had the honor of receiving these circulars, is 
concerned, it is satisfied in the main with the 
Republican platform, which has been con- 
structed on the lines of progressive reform. 
So are all Republicans, The new party will 
not make any progress in that direction. It 
must therefore make its advances to its recent 
allies, the Democrata, and it is needless to say 
it will have a monkey and a parrot time of it 
unless it can make headway among old Bour- 
bong, who usually take every prescription 
offered them, and who would accept one end 
or the other, or the middie, without refereuce 
toeitherend.

Grant out in order to get the Presidency of 
the committee, and that such a contingency 
will break it up. Mr. Grace himself says the 
members are not in hafmony with each other, 
but on the other hand are divided into hostile 
factions. Meanwhile the New York World 
says: .“* There are still several hundred thou- 
sand dollars to be collected before the monu 
ment to America’s great hero is completed. 
There have been no end of hitches and stop- 
pages in the history of the effort to build the 
monument already, and the present trouble 
bids fair to give another big setback to the 
work, with more serious complications to 
follow.” 

If it were only certain that Col. Shepard’s 
election as President would dissolve the com- 
mittee and force it to make an assignment 
the country at large would accept the an- 
nouncement of his election with pleasure and 
satisfaction. It already is whispered about 
that the proposal to remove the remains of 
Gen. Grant to Arlington will be brought for- 
ward in Congress as soon as the House is 
ready to consider it. As New York has done 
nothing since the same proposition was con- 
sidered by the last Congress except to dig a 
hole and dump some mortar into it, and has 
not raised any further money towards build- 
ing 4 monument, it is eminently proper that 
the new Oongress should take up the question, 
and it is to be hoped that it will promptly 
suggest the removal, to which no opposition 
will be made by the family. Such action will 
reflect the sentiment of the whole country 
outside of New York. 


TRYING TO STIR UP SECTIONAL FEELING. 

The Coimmissioner of Public Works sub- 
mitted at the last Council meeting the draft 
of an ordinance for the construction of a sub- 
way under the river to connect the North and 
South Divisions. In the accompanying re- 
port the Commissioner says: 


The magnitude and importance of this improve- 
ment have aroused a general public interest, both 
by reason of the congested condition of the streets 
in the territory epanned by this proposed improve- 
ment andin obedience to the demands of vessel- 
men, who protest, in the interest of our lake 
commerce, against the constrdction of any more 
swinging bridges over the river. While it is con- 
templated that this subway shall be used mainly 
for light driving and passenger vehicles, yet the 
divergence of this class of travel from the bridges 
will afford just that much relief to the heavy 
teaming over them and through the streets lead- 
ing thereto. 


The ordinance provides for defraying the 
cost of the work by special assessment on the 
property benefited, and it contains a section 
to the effect that no railway tracks of any 
kind shail be laid in the subway. This will 
form a contract between the city and" the 
property-owners who pay the assessments, 
and will secure the latter from the danger of 
being deprived of the use of someting walen 
their money paid for, 

In view of the public demand in the North 
and South Divisions for this improvement, and 
of the fact that it is to be paid for by those 
who are benefited, there should be no opposi- 
tion to it. Butit has its enemies, and they 
hope to defeat the ordinance by exciting a 
feeling of sectional opposition -among West 
Side Aldermen whose constituents will con- 
tribute nothing towards this work. A morn-

COMPLETE THE NICARAGUA CANAL. | 
The Secretary of the Interior, in his anntal 
report, sets forth the progress which has been 
made by the Nicaragua Canal company dur- 
ing the year. The railroad, from the eastern 
terminus to the divide, has been éqtiipped and 
is now in operation for a4 distance of eleven 
miles, The machine shops ate in »complete 
working order, The breakwater for the pro-« 
tection of the harbor on the Atlaitic side has 
been extended 1,000 feet into the ocean, and a 
second one is begun. About 3,000 feet of actual 
excavation on the canal route have béen actom- 
plished, giving # channel 17 feet deep, and 
from 150 to 230 feet wide. As to the fitances 
of the Company, the report states that sitice 
its organization 10,145 shares of the capital 
stock have been taken at par, amounting to 
$1,014,500, while receipts from other sources 
are $27,216. The company has expended for 
current costs $893,360 and 27,800 shares of its 
full paid capital stock; and is obligated for 
$5,958,000 of its first mortgage bonds. It also 
has wssued 180,000 shares of stéck in payment 
fot Goncesmons, franchises, and otheF prop- 
erty. ‘* The lidbilities consist of the amounts 
still due under coneessions granted of the 
$5,953,000 of totida, which are due the Nicara- 
gua Canal Construction company for labor 
and materials used in the constriction of the 
canal and of outstanding liabilities, not to ex- 
ceed $30,000." In concluding this item of his 
report the Secretary says: 

It seems appropriate that this great highway 
for the products and manufactures fron and im- 
ports to the United States should be contideted 
with the Departinent of the Interior: It is beige 
built at the same time that the gréat waste places 
of the country are being opened to settlement, 
the factories increasing, the railroads extending, 
and the population rapidly multiplying. Soon 
our commerdés must reath not dnly the States of 
South Amenea, but China and the East by tliis 
western route, It is gratifying to note that this 
short passage to somé of the greatest commercial 


markets of the world will be ready by the time a 
dem and for it becothes imperative. 


The Secretary of the Interior has recognized 
promptly the commercial importance of this 
great international highway and is éonfident 
that it will be ready by the titne “a demand 
for it becomes imperative.’? Recent political 
complications in South America make the de- 
mand imperative now. The latest news from 
Chile is to the éffect that the néw Chileat 
Government has no intention of offering any 
apology or indemnity, euch as was requested 
by President Harrison, and that President 
Montt will not modify the insblent feply sent 
by the Junta. We are not out of the woods 
therefore in this Chilean businesa, The com- 
plications in Brazil may yet require the pres- 
ence of several American vesséls to look after 
our interests, and we may be hampered both 
in the number of vessels and in the titne re- 
quired for them to teach Chile. Were the 


Nicaragua Canal completed there would bea 


material saving of time in getting our vessels 
into the Pacific. The expediting of this work 
therefore is both a political and commercial 
necessity which promptly should be recognized 
by Congress when it meets. It is an iniportant 
national work which should be encouraged by 
Congress to the extent of guaranteeing its 
bonds. =i ee 


It is seported from Berlin that a number of 
Deputies representing country districts have 
entered a formal complaint before the Ger- 
man Budget committee in regard to Amer- 
ican pork. They are said to have claimed 
that trichine have been found in pork sent 
from this country, and to have insisted that 
steps be at once taken to stop its importation. 
The Minister of the Interior is reported to 
have replied that such importation will be 
prohibited for the future unless the pork has 
been thoroughly ifispected in the United 
States, and that if after such inspection trich.

So the Germans who think 
they are injured or about to be injured by 
competition with the American hog have noth- 
ing to do but to set to work and make outa 
clear case. Probably they will succeed in 
doing so if the government officials favor 
their effort. All that needs to be done is to 
substitute bits of flesh from the body of a 
German-fed hog in place of a specimen from 
an American carcass, and awear that it is a for- 
eign not a native product. They will have to 
do something like that in order to makeout a 
ease. The government inspection here is 
thorough and complete, embracing pieces of 
flesh taken from two different parts of the 
body of each animal the flesh of which is 
passed ior export, and the parte of the body 
chosen. are precisely those to which the 
trichina makes its way as rapidly as possible 
after having been taken in by the animal. 
Hence the assertion that the pest has been 
found in any pork sent from this country to 
Germany since the new inspection was estab- 
lished may be confidently set down as a bare- 
faced falschood, invented in much the same 
way as was thé accusation of the wolf againat 
the lamb in the fable. There need be little 
doubt that Secretary Rusk will feel it to be 
his duty to insist on full proof of the allega- 
tion if it be pressed by these Deputies, and if 
that be not furnished to call the attention of 
the President to the fact. It is just possible 
that if they push the matter to_an extremity 
these protesting hog-growers will be worse 
punished by the German producers of beet 
sugar than they could ever be by direct, com- 
petition with the American hog.

* It is claimed that when the sewage is flow: 
ing fromm the river into the lake and when the 
wind is from the south or southwest the sew- 
age will be blown down to the north shore 
inlet crib at the end of the breakwater, but I 
don’t think there is any danger of that hap- 
pening more than twenty days in a year at the 
outside estimate. Then, of course, we wouid 
have to shut down that funnel. It is true the 
water there might be stirred up by storms and 
not look clear for a longer time than that, but 
that wouldn’t prevent its being perfectly 
healthy. The openings of the intake shaft at 
that crib, too, are on the east side, the other 
side of the breakwater.” 

The Lake View pumps were as helpless as a 
ship in a calm yesterday, the mlet pipes being 
entirely out of water. That portion of the 
city would have been in an extremely bad sit- 
uation had it not been for the pipes which 
were laid last summer on Halsted Street at the 
suggestion of Assistant City Eng.teer Feind, 
connecting the Lake View system with the 
Chicago avenue pumping station. The sup- 
ply of Hyde Park and the Town of Lake was 
not affected for the reason that the inlet pipes 
are far below datum.

BELIEVE WATER GAS WAS THE POISON. 


Several Expert Opinions Upon the Case of 
Prof. Wheeler and Harry Greene, 

Harry Greene, who was found in an uncon- 
scious condition in the rooms of his prospect- 
ive brother-in-law, Prof. H. F. Wheeler, in the 
Goodall Building, at Bowen and Cottage 
Grove avenues, Sunday morting, was able to 
be up and around at his home, No, 4222 Oak- 
enwald avenue, yesterday. 

Dr. William Cuthbertson gave an opinion as 
to the cause of the poisoning last night: 

“ Until | heard the boy’s story,” he said, 
“IT did not care to éxpress ah opiriion. Now 
I am certaiti both persons [Greene and Prof. 
Wheeler] were poisoned by the illuminating 
gas, although in just what way it escaped is 
not known. All the symptonis were of gase- 
ous poisoning. Only oné chemical I know of 
could have produced the sarite effect. That is 
hyovin, and I am sure it was net the agent, 
Young Greere told me neither he nor Wheeler 
had taken any liquid or food before retiring, 
but that he had smoked a single cigarette. 5 
my opinion one of them must have unwitting: 
ly turned on the water gas; which is much 
more penetrating than ordinary gas, and 
which acts quicker. Its odor is strong, but 
not enduring, and clears away miich faster 
than the odor of common gas. The first act 
of the persons who discoveredl Wheeler and 
Greene’s predicdment was to ventilate the 
rooms, and by the time crowd arrived the 
odor had disappeared, which fact, I think, has 
caused all the rumors of stery’in connec- 
tion with the case. Theré trust be something 
wrong about the room, as several other mem- 
bers of the Greene family fell sick while nure- 
ing Harry.” 

nspeetor T. J. Barrow of the Health De- 
partment visited Wheeler’s apartments yester- 


ay. 

“The plumbing and gasfittings are all 
right,’”’ he said, ** but the rooms are so small 
there is little vent’ ‘ation, and a small leak in 
the gas pipe would have not been long in 
Cfiusing trouble, I think the gas was what 
hurt Greene and Wheeler. I could find no 
evidence of sewer gas. AnyhoW. tewer gas 
would not have had any sueh éffect.’’ 


LINCOLN OOLOR COMPANY BURNED OUT. 


Loss of $30,000 Inflicted on a Nebraska 
Paint Firm. 

Lixcorx, Neb., Dee. 1.—[Special.]|—The 
four-story brick building tiear the corner of 
Eighth and O streets, occupied by the Lincoln 
Paint and Color company, burned to the 
ground tonight. Stock and building will bea 
total loss. Building was valued at $30,000. It 
has been hard to get any estimate of the stock, 
but it is presumed they had fylly $65,000 in 
the buildmg. It was a manufacturing con- 
cern, and the five fluors, including the base- 
ment, were piled full of the products.

It was an act that re- 
moved one of the most unjust discriminations 
that local industries have had to bear up under, 
panting on an equal footing all the manufactur- 
ng establishments in the city _ limits, 
no matter in what rt of the 
city they may ‘be located. Heretofore these 
shippers, when not located on the line 
ofthe road over which their freight was to be 
forwarded, were compelled to pay from $2 to $

| tion. The effett was to make the rates unequal; 


to make the cost of transportation more for one 
shipper than for another, although they were all 
located in Chicago; and. what was infinitely 
worse, it placed Chicago industries at a disadvan- 
tage as compared with rival industries at other 
ts. It built up St. Louis, Peoria, Kansas 
tity, Milwaukee, etc., at the expense of our own 


city. 

All this is now changed. Everybody gets the 
benefit of the tariff rate from Chicago to Eastern 
points, whether his warehouses are in the south- 
eastern or northwestern part of the city.

The Chicago Small Boy Was So Diigusted 
That Sparrow Day Passed with Prac- 
- hai No Slaughter—Elaborate Prepa- 
rations for Receiving the Hends—One 
“Kid's” Question — Edward Brown 
Brings In Forty-five Heads and Is Look- 
ing for His Money. 


The generous City of Chicago has entered 
into a barefaced conspiracy to defraud the 
small boy out of untold wealth in the shape 
of a bounty on the heads of slaughtered En- 
glish sparrows. City Clerk Van Cleave, until 
yesterday morning the patron saint of a con- 
gregation of Chicago urchins that ‘reaches 
into the tens of thousands, has turned out to 
be a gay deceiver. Dimes, quarters, and dol- 
lars galore—a mighty fortune won by gallant 
use of popgun -and catapult—has simmered 
down into a painful reality of red tape and 
legal documents. 

Sparrow day came, but it did not bring its 
rich bounties. The expected tramp of the 
army of small boys inthe City Hall was not 
to be heard. City Clerk Van Cleave took the 
cotton out of hisears and wondered how it 
was. And out in the parks and along the 
boulevards the pugnacious little English pests 
hopped around in the deep snow and chirped 
merrily as of old, for the small boy had 
learned that there was no money in them, and 
he let them live. i 

Mr. Van Cleave made unusual preparation 
or the noteworthy occasion. It was neces- 
sary to appoint a chief: for the English Spar- 
row Department, and Capt. A. L. Heywood 
wasthe lucky man. One person, however, 
would be unabie to receive the expected rush, 
and an assistant, J. W. Hertz, was appointed. 


| A long line of placards was printed, showing 


the location of the “sparrow window,” and 
tacked up at short intervals along the corri- 
dors. Then the doors were thrown open, 
everybody got ready, and nobody came. 

However, the ice was broken at 10 o’clock 
when a ragged bundle of humanity a 
proached the window. His nose was barely 
on a level with the counter and he piped out 
in an uncertain tone of voice: 

. Ss sir; dast a kid shoot sparrers to- 
a 

He was told that he “dast.” Three or four 
more came in with similar questions. 

The first business deal of the day was with 
Edward Brown, No. 3911 Indiana avenue. He 
brought in forty-five sparrow-heads, paid two 
shillmgs for notary fees, and was given an 
order on the City Clerk. But that is just the 
beginning of the long line of redtape. If he 
happens to be in luck he will get his 90 cents 
some time within the next three months. 

The small boy is disgusted with the pro- 
ceedings, and well he may be. Perhaps he 
bri twenty-five sparrows’ heads to the 
City Clerk’s office for the bounty. He is com- 
pelled to make an affidavit that he has killed 
the birds inside of the city limits and since 
the law went into effect—-Dec.1. For this he 
is compelled to pay 25 cents for notary fees 
and then gets an order requiring the signature 
of the City Clerk. It happens that Van Cleave 
has much business to engage his attention, 
and the youth with the order is obliged to 
wait for his turn. Finally his chance comes 
around and then he is supplied with an order on 
the County Treasurer for his claim. Here 
comes another wait, and the claim finally goes 
to the President of " the County Board to re- 
ceive the sanction of the Commissioners at 
their next meeting. In the meantime the 
sinall boy, minus his quarter for notary fees, 
waits while his claim on Cook County winds 
slowly around among county officials on its 
long red tape path. 

Few claims, however, will trouble the Spar- 
row Bureau. The small boy, from Lake View 
to Pullman, knows all about the woes attend- 
ant on turning an honest penny by the spar- 
row inethod, and he is hoarding up his collec- 
tion of heads to turn them in by’ job lots on 
the luckless Van Cleave and his assistants. It 
will be two weeks before the boy can shoot 
enough to pay him for his trouble, and by that 
time the novelty of the business probably will 
have worn off, 


AGAINST KILLING SPARROWS, 


A Claim that It Will Have a Bad Effect on 
the Younger Generation. 

Norwoop Park, IIL, Dec. 1.—{Editor of The 
Tribune. ]—Since the edict went forth granting 
not only permission for a wholesale slaughter of 
sparrows but even offering a reward for the little 
heads, [ have looked in vain for a published pro- 
test. The man who brought the first flock of En- 
glish sparrows to Central Park accomplished a 
thankless task, and long ago realized that no mon- 
ument would ever be erected by a grateful people 
to remind future generations of that enterprise. 
Sparrows have not proved as désirable as was 
anticipated, and in the interest of the song birds, 
whom the foreign guests are supplanting, some 
immediate means must be peerenees to compass 
thatend. My home and field of observation are 
in a suburban town “just over the border,” and 
this is what I have noticed: 

When boys were permitted unrestricted use of 
that deadly weapon, the “sling shot," song birds 
perceptibly diminished in numbers. Blue birds 
disappeared, robins were waylaid while bearing 
food to their dependent broods, and the oriole in 
the door-yard tree, though vigi Uantly guarded, 
‘rarely escaped, Since the sling has been prohib- 
ited the song birds are with us again, in s we Ne 

the 
two, sparrow or boy, the latter was the greater 
enemy of the welcome songsters. 

This appeal is notin behalf of the small bird 
who is now occupying so much of the public at- 
tention. The cruelty to the birds and the danger 
to the human family from miscellaneous shooting 
are minor considerations. What will be the effect 
of this privilege upon this generation of boys— 
and of girls also, for every boy who has a sister 
will) maké common cause in this fizancial 
enterprise? 

During the month of December—these 
happy y nle days when every thought centers in 
the one biessed morning of giving and receiving, 
when peace and good will should prevail toward 
alli—the aim and eager endeavor of hundreds of 
boys—good boys, too—will be to see how many 
innocent little engin La srt ein they can kill for 
the two cents for ea feathered head. What 
gifte will the young hunter not be able to bestow 
Five sparrows 
will buy the baby a whistle; twenty will pur- 
clase his sister a silver thimble, Fifty to a hun- 

will purchase brother a pair of skates. Can 
the end justify the means? 

As the successful headsman exhibits the tro- 
phies of his skill the younger children gather 
about, and after the first tender emotions of pity 
sre submerged in a less worthy estimate, count 
the pitiful dismembered heads which but an hour 
ago twittered atthe frosty window. What will 
be the effect upon the receptive mind of each 
child? Will he not have lost something that 
makes childhood sweet and lovely? All about us 
are organizing juvenile humanitarian societies 
for the protection of dumb animals. Are we not 
at this moment helping to organize a society for 
the destruction of the helpless? 

I will venture to predict that the result of three 
months of sparrow killing will do more to degen- 
erate and dehumanize this growing generation 
thanall the protection societies for the next 
twenty-five years can counteract. 

I would suggest another plan which, it seems to 
me, must appeal at once to the. thoughtful as ac- 
complishing the end more effectually and as de- 
void of the menaced danger to the future citizen. 

Let the sparrows for the winter go their way. 
Early in the spr hire men whose characters 
are not in the plastic stage to make a regular bus- 
iness of ee the haunts of the birds and se- 
cure the ones. f it must be done they may trap 
the parent birds and speedily and mercifully kill 
them. At all events let some project be developed 
which will not cheapen the value of all birds, or 
foster cruelty and cupidity in the breasts of the 
young.
